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Titaniu:: is processed in the follo ing olants of the Soviet cone of 
Germany: The former LisySGA Plant in «ildau near Koenizeswusterhausen, 
now caibined with the LGVA and [ITAG Plants, also locatec in /ildau. 
Titanic acid isperted fron Norway is processed in this plant. In addi- 
tion to leconotive repairs and siwilar work the plant produces armor 
Plates, 22 mn thick and measurine 120x200 cm. The plant is cuarded by 
Soviet soldiers. 

The former L8IUSSA Plant, now VEB Plant, in #rankfurt/Cder. Titanie acid 


‘is also processed in this plant. 


Titanium alloys are said to be produced in a smelting works in Zwickau 
(saxony) the designation of which has not yet been identified. 

As far as could be found cut at the Metallurcical Department in the Dik, 
titanic acid is i:morted from Norway at irrezular intervals in anuounts 

ranging fron 500 to 2,000 kz. Negotistions are also under way with belyiun 
and the Netherlands for the purchase of titanic acid. These countries pre= 
sumably offered titanic acid orisinating from Vvandda and irazij. The Dik 
indicated an interestin buying up to 50 tons of t&tanic acid if possible, 

The DuK is also negotiating with the dorman “ONTAN works im the Ruhr District 
for the import of titanic acid. 

The titanic acid inport records are kept orly in Karlshorat. The DiK is 

only infor..ed of deliveries, if the delivering firn inquires at the DK 

avout the goods to be received in or aLout the payment of consicrments. 

The Soviets ordered tr. Ctto from the DWK, Room nunber 3320, to report all 
titanium, titanic acid and ferro-titaniun of crs limediately to Karlshorst. 
Also a certain tr. Stefanorita at },0 Laebkneciitstrasse in Lerlin was assigned 
by the Sovicts to purchase titanium and other high quality metals. The former 
Krupp—druson Plant in “azdeburg Is said to be manufacturing parts for V—weapons 
Yor which a new titanium alloy is used. This titanium alloy is allecedly pro- 
duced accordin; to a new process at the Ries: Steelworks and Neliin: Mill. the 
new alloy was invented by crich Pfroctaschmnm , the manager of the Riesa Plant 
who is said to have been proposed for thé Stalin prize as reward for his in= 
vention. At present, Pfroeteschner works in the vepartcuent Nesearch and Tech= 
nics of the Luk. In the same departwent motier Invention is beinn worked on 
uncer the supervision of a certain tr. Albert Gellwinkel froa Dessau. 
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
